The Knights of Columbus have also 
done good work in Louisville during the 
paat year.

BusNA Vista, Ind., Dec 2«.— Your 
readera may not be altogether nninter- 
eated in the events that have recently 
taken place in this little town of Ruena 
Vista, sometimes called Convenience. It 
has a few dwdltngs and a beautiful 
Catholic church in the bills overlooking 
tbe Ohio river, in the soathem part of 
Harrison county. Within a reditu of six 
or dght Btllea from thia point ia eeat. 
tcred a tbtifly congr^tion of 900 aoato. 
To their gnat gm ti flcatfoa a aiaaioa bM 
just been conclnded under most favor- 
able auspices. Our good pastor, the Rev. 
Father William Gerdon, secured the 
elo<juent and earnest missionary, tbe 
Rev. Father Vincent Troet, Q. P. M., to 
conduct the misdon, wUdi C O B tlaBed 
eight dsys. 

Although a majority of the congr^- 
tion live from three to six milee from 
cbarch tbey hfaMd the biting winda, the 
downpour of raifi, the flooded creeks and 
the tedious drives that they might give 
glory to God and peace to their hearts. 

In his opening sermon Father Vincent 
said that Christ's mission on earth was to 
bring "Glory to God on high and peace 
to men of good will." He further stated 
that however eloquent his preaching 
might be, it would nut bear the l>est 
fruits unleee aided by the netted prayers 
of tbe pariab. A miwIoB, be aaid, Waa a 
tloM of prayer, aiadltatioa, eacrifice and 
reaolatlon. FatberliriBe^t's eloquence 
was so great and his manner so earnest 
that several who came to scoff remained 
to pray. 

Mission serv i c es were held both in the 
forenoon and afternoon. In the morn- 
ing mass waa followed by a mission aer- 
mon, followed by a special oonfereace 
held each day— one day for yonng men, 
one for yonag ladlea, one for married 
Isdles and .aeveralfdr.theddldtwi. At 
these spedd confereacea PatlMr Vtacent 
pointed out the sins liable to the station 
of life the group belonged to. He ex- 
plained to each their respective duties 
and exhorted them to live more for Him 
who died for all. Holy communion was 
adniiniatercd to each group after their 
preparation and inatractioB. 

Ttie afternoon aerrioes eooaisted of the 
redtatioa of tbe holy roaary, aaraMB aad 
bcoadietloa a( tbe biassed aacramtat. Ia 
tbase aermoBs Father Viaoent apoke on 
the fonr last thinga to be remembered — 
"Death, Judgment, Heaven and Hell." 
He admonished all to be pure in heart 
and body, to avoid impurity and intem- 
perance. 

At tbe close of tbe mission every mem- 
ber of the parish returned thanks for 
baving bad tbe privilege of being asso- 
dated with Father Viaeeat dnring that 
bleMad period. Tbe rasalt waa plaaalBg 
both to Father Gerdoa, the peetor, aad 
to Father Vincent, tbe misdonary. 

Although the mission occupied a great 
part of of our time recently, we have not 
wholly neglected social affairs, as you 
can judge from the number of visitors 
that have beeu entertained in this vicin 
ity.

all over the world during lHO.i. As a 
matter of fact the event of greatest 
moment was the recent disruption of the 
Concordat between Prance and the Vati- 
can. Time will tell which the dIampHoa 
affects most— Fraaee or tbe Church. 
Adde from this dialnrbaaee the Church 
has moved peacefally oa tbe even tenor 
of iu way. Where a few here and there 
fell away from its teachings, their places 
are being more than taken by con- 
verts to the faith. At the last consistory 
Pope I'ius named four new Cardinals, 
nliiijh brings the number up to sixty- 
four, so that there are still six vacancies 
in the College of Cardinals. 

In the United SUtes, thanks to the 
urgeat appeals of Cardinal Gibbons, the 
great Catholic Univerdty at Waahingti^ 
is now in bdter ahape tbaa ever bdoib. 
It has also been deddad teerect a panaa-f 
nent home for tbe Apoetolic Delegate at 
the national capital. At least j;in(i,()0O 
will be expended on this edifice, wbicb 
will be keeping wtOt 1^ boaMael f«r<^ 
dgn ambassador*. 

In this, the diocese of Louisville, judg- 
ing from tbe increase in the number of 
churches in this dty and county alone, 
there haa been quite a gratifying incxcaae 
in Catholic fervor. At the doee of YiKM 
there were (birty-two ebnrches In the 
dty of Lotiisdlle and county of JeSerson, 
and at tbe close of thia year there are 
thirty-seven. Last year there were i6& 
4>riest8 iu the diocese, aa againat 183 this 
year — aa increase of fourteen. Of theee 
rj4 are secular priests and fifty-aiae are 
members of religious orders. 

Louisville has one Bishop, the Right 
Rev. William George McCloekey; one 
Vicar Generd, the Very Rer. James P. 
Cronin, who ia alao paator of St. Pat- 
rick's qpngregation; ISI ebarches; one 
seminary, Preston Park, oa the Newbnrg 
road, with twenty ecclesiastical students; 
three colleges for boys with a total of 616 
pupils; thirteen academies for girls witb 
1,141 pupils; sixty-seven parochial schools 
with U,4ti0 pupils: three kindergartens 
with l')8 pupils; fonr industrial reform 
schools witb a05 iBnwtea;athraa ocpbaa 
asgrlama with Ml orphaaa, ead Umt boa- 
pitala. 

Daring the year 1,006 patienta have 

been cared for at St. Joaeph's Infirmary, 
839 at St. Anthony's Hospital, 694 at Sts. 
Mary and Elizabeth Hospital, and fifty- 
nine at St. Margaret's on Portland ave- 
nue. And besides all the foregoing there 
are two homes for tbe aged and infirm 
with 230 inmates. 

Aiding the Right Reverend Bishop and 
tbe Very Revwead Viear Qeaand in 
administering the affairs of the diocese 
are seven deana, priaau who have done 
long and valuable service. Uving in 
religions orders, dther as prieats ' or 
brothers, there are 1 ~>4 mea, nd aa aoaa. 

and aisters 'J''>4 women. 

During the year the priests of the dio- 
cese have performed '.''j;> man iage cere- 
monies, baptised 3,<J~>0 children andoffid- 
ated at the funeral ritca of 1,519 persons. 
From this one can readily see tbst the 
Catholic popntatioo ia ataadlly increas- 
ing, iiace tbe aaaAar el baptiama ia con- 
dderably amre tbaa twice the number of 
deetha. The toul Catholic population of 
tbe diocese taken from the eaasaa jnat 
completed is 104.621.
